Furthermore, Schrciber ct al. is cited solely it r describing an unaly/.cr and, as described above, 
claim 1 is patentable over Kahlcr in view of SchrUha el al. Yokota cL al is also eilod solely 1W 
describing an analyzer. Accordingly, for reasons auaFot'aua to those with respect to the paieMj^iJity of 
claim 1 over Kahlcr in view of Schrciber ct al., the Al^hVunt respectfully submits that chum I is 
patentable over Kahlcr in view of Yokota et al.
